RAMEAU AND HIS CONTEMPORARIES 


Walter Hall Edward Johnson Building 
Friday, October 14, 1983 


DAVID FULLER is Professor of Music at the State University of New York 

at Buffalo. He is a specialist in French harpsichord music and is currently 
preparing a book on that subject. Professor Fuller was the author of sixty- 
two articles for The New Grove Dictionary, and he is now writing the articles 
on Ornamentation for the revision of the Harvard Dictionary of Music. 


HENRY INGRAM \is a graduate of. the Opera Division of the Faculty of Music and 
has sung frequently with the Canadian Opera Company during the regular season, 
in summer at Harbourfront and on tour. He also sings throughout Canada in 
concert and oratorio. 


ALISON MACKAY is a graduate of the Faculty of Music where she is now adjunct 
Assistant Professor of Early Music. She is a well-known teacher in Canada 
and abroad, and she is a member of the Toronto baroque ensemble, Tafelmusik. 


LOIS MARSH has sung with the Vancouver, Québec and Canadian Opera Companies. 
Her repertoire also includes oratorio and concert music, with a particular 
interest in the music of Benjamin Britten, which she has studied with Sir 
Peter Pears and Nancy £vans at Aldeburgh, England. 


ALISON MELVILLE is a graduate of the Faculty of Music (MusBac and MusM) and 
has studied as well in Basel and London. She is a frequent performer in 
Canada and in europe, and teaches at the Royal Conservatory and the Faculty 
of Music of the University of Toronto. 


CHARLOTTE NEDIGER is a graduate of the University of Western Ontario where 
she received the Master of Music degree in harpsichord performance under 
Colin Tilney. This Sunday afternoon, October 16, she will perform Rameau's 
Piéces de clavecin en concerts with other members of Tafelmusik at a Studio 
Concert at Roy Thomson Hall. 


SUSAN PRIOR is one of the most active players of the baroque flute. With 
harpsichordist Elizabeth Keenan, she will give concerts this fall in Toronto 
at Harbourfront and at the Grange of the Art Gallery of Ontario, as well as 
in Hamilton and Peterborough. She teaches at the Royal Conservatory. 


DAVID SMITH is a graduate of the Faculty of Music where he teaches organ a 
and the Collegium Musicum. He is also organist at Christ Church, Deer Park, 
in Toronto. 
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JEAN-PHILIPPE RAMEAU (b. Dijon, baptized 25 September 1683; d. Paris, 12 September 1764) 


Rameau held various posts as an organist in Avignon, Clermont, Paris, Dijon 

and Lyons. In 1722 or early 1723 he settled in Paris where he remained for the 
rest of his life. His writings on harmony brought him fame as a controversial 
“musical theorist, with an influence that lasts to the present day. With the 
appearance of his first opera, the tragédie en musique, Hippolyte et Aricie in 
1733, Rameau established his pre-eminence among composers in France and his 
mastery of the musical theatre.
